Ten years from now there will be approximately 12,000 
residents in Sierra Madre and about 1,200 children of 
primary school age—400 more than go to school here now. 

Obviously, the present school system will not acommo- 
date 400 more youngsters unless we lower our educational 
standards by crowding classrooms and starting a split shift 
system. Few people here would tolerate that. 

The alternative is more classrooms. How many more 
will toe up to you, the taxpayer, because you are the one 
who will have to foot the bill. 

The Board of Education has been studying the prob¬ 
lem for several weeks now and is tentatively considering 
floating a bond issue, a big one, to build a bank of six 
classrooms plus a double kindergarten unit and a combi¬ 
nation cafeteria-auditorium at Sierra Mesa. 

Howard Morgridge, the school architect, will have 
plans ready for the next Board meeting in May. 

This means that, in effect, Sierra Madre will be getting 
eight new classrooms, since the present rooms used for 
the kindergarten and cafeteria would be released for class 
purposes. 

At a growth rate of 40 new students a year, eight 
classrooms will accommodate 320 pupils. 

Assuming a bond issue passes to build the addition 
to Sierra Mesa, we will be in fine shape for six to eight 
years. Then, presumably, another bond election will have 
to be held to get funds to construct at least two more 
classrooms. 

By that time, the cost of labor and materials may well 
be higher than at today’s inflated prices. 

So, barring legal curbs on the size of a bond issue, it 
probably would be cheaper to build eight new classrooms 
now than to wait six or eight years before building the 
additions that will handle our anticipated growth. 

This, it seems to me, is a problem that must be faced 
by Sierra Madreans now. We know we are going to need 
more classroom space.

German measles is a mild infection caused by a virus. 
Usually there are no serious after-effects of the disease if 
it is contracted during childhood, but German measles can 
be very serious in women who contract it during the first 
three months of pragnancy. 

Medical authorities state 
that the extent of the risk is 
indefinite, but approximate¬ 
ly 10 to 20 per cent of the 
living infants born of moth¬ 
ers who had German measles 
during the first four months 
of pregnancy come into the 
world with congenital de¬ 
formities such as cataracts, 
deafness, heart lesions or 
some other defect.

incidence. It is. however, ob¬ 
ligatory that outbreaks of 
the disease in schools and 
institutions be reported, but 
there have been few reports 
of this nature. 

As with the other diseases 
most common during child¬ 
hood, mild as many of them 
are, the proper first step is 
to call in a physician. In 
the case of German measles 
this is of special importance, 
not so much for the child’s 
sake as for the possible pre¬ 
vention of disaster in the 
case of certain adult con¬ 
tacts.

Re¬ 
cently, there has been a con¬ 
troversy as to whether the 
serum will even modify the 
disease, let alone prevent it.
